Turkish troops on the Tchatalja lines 
was more grave than announced in 
the short dispatches passed by the 
censor. 


More Expected. 


Close observers of events in Tur- 


key expect similar revolts will occur 
in the Asiatic provinces where the 
elements opposing the Young Turks 
are stronger than in European Tur- 
key. 


Not Received. 


None of the delegates of the Balkan 


nations has yet received any official 
communication concerning 
Turkey's 


reply to the note of the powers. When 
the gist .of the document was com- 
municated 
to them today they de- 


clared that after their note of yester- 
day in which they officially broke off 
peace negotiations they can make no 
further move 
without ^instructions 


from their governments.

LEGISLATURE SEEKS 


TO LOWER EXPENSES 


Joint Committee on Finance Evolves 


a Plan for Economy in Printing 


and Clerical Work. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. no.—To expe- 


dite'the business of the state legisla- 
ture and to save printing and cleri- 
cal bills, the joint committee on fi- 
nance has evolved a plan whereby 
all departments ot the state govei ,* 
ment intending to submit appropria- 
tion bills must submit them, direct- 
ly to the joint committee on finance 
rather than to 
individual, members 


of the 
legislature for 
introduction 


This system and the model budget 
are expected not, only to shorten the 
session materially but to make un- 
necessary large 
items ot 
expense 


heretofore entailed. 


At u recent meeting of the joint 


committee on finance, unanimous ap- 
proval was given -to a resolution that 
this committee request all state de- 
partments to make known their needs 
to the committee. This request, was 
made to the HS 
state departments, 


boards and commissions in a letter, 
signed by Senator George E. Scott 
and Assemblyman Ray J. Nye, chair- 
man of their 
respective house com- 


mittees on finance, in 
which it is 


said in part: 


"In order that you may more fully 


understand the purpose of the com- 
mittee in. adopting this 
resolution, 


we would advise that under the old 
plan it has been the custom for de> 
partmental appropriation, bills to be 
submitted on the floor of the legisla- 
ture by individual members. 
These 


bills would be recorded, printed for 
use of the legislature, referred to one 
or more committees, and finally, very 
often late in the. session, be referred 
to the joint 
committee on 
finance. 


When the finance 
committee con- 


siders such bills and holds executive 
bearings, it is very usual that some 
amendments are found to be neces- 
sary. 
This means additional 
cost, 


and. 
we believe, \\necessary delay in 


having the bill, as finally amended, 
considered by the legislature. If tho 
appropriation bills of various depart- 
ments and institutions are submit- 
ted directly to the joint committee 
on finance, it seems apparent that, a 
large printing cost can be saved, and 
that considerable work in the cleri- 
cal department of the legislature will 
be eliminated. After 
the 
original 


bill has been considered by the com- 
mittee and public hearings have been 
held on the matter, ;.it will be possi- 
ble for the finance committee to sub- 
mit a committee bill which would bn 
as complete and 
perhaps in 
better 


form than would be possible should 
bills originate and 
proceed in 
the 


manner 
customary 
heretofore. 
It 


would seem reasonable to anticipate 
that much delay 
can be 
eliminated 


by this plan.'.',

The committee makes- plain that

Depart- 


ments not intending to submit an ap- 
propriation bill need not do SO; ..The 
exceptional advantage to the finance 
committee of having the department- 
al estimates for the succeeding, .bien- 
nial period is the committee's- posi- 
tion in considering the estimates for 
each and to prepare appropriation 
bills as may be necessary and in a 
systematic manner.

assures ample opportunity for hear- 
ings find discussions in which the de- 
partments may be interested.

The two 
candidates for the nomination of elec- 
tors at large receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be the nominee 
of the party as the electors at large. 
There will also be one nomination in 
each, congressional district by each 
party at the primary. 


The b'ill is creating the widest in- 


terest. At the present time the pres- 
idential electors have been selected 
by the state central commit.ee. The 
whole enor of the Everett measure is 
to allow the people the fullest oppor- 
tunity to express their preference on 
the subject.

THE RECALL AT JANESVILLE. 
The first application of the recall 


provision of the law, under the city 
commission government plan in this 
state, has been made at Janesville. A 
petition demanding the recall of Coun- 
- oilman Cummings was filed Saturday, 
and similar petitions for the recall of 
the other councilman and the mayor 
•will be filed this week, meaning the 
election of an entirely new set of city 
officials, if the 
recallists prove to 


represent a majority sentiment among 
the voters of Janesville. 
Similar re- 


call petitions were filed about a 
month ago, but proved to be technical- 
ly faulty and thus necessitated the 
preparation of new petitions. 


As this is the first test of the re- 


call provision under the Wisconsin 
law- 
the result will be watched with a 


good deal of interest, and especially 
in other Badger cities which are now 
operating under the commission plan. 
The really curious thing about the 
Janesville situation is the fact that 
the recall of the commission officials 
is not sought because these officials 
have either violated the law, or been 
negligent in the enforcement of the 
same, but rather because they have 
been too active in the enforcement of 
the law. 
In other words, the new 


commission administration at Janes- 
ville set about the task of cleaning xip 
vice and 'disorder in that city, greatly 
to the satisfaction of the better ele- 
ment of the citizens there, but with 
corresponding annoyance to those di- 
rectly interested in perpetuating the 
old "wide open" conditions. And it is 
this latter element which now seeks 
the recall of the mayor and council- 
men, hoping to displace them by offi- 
cials who will be more lenient and 
more easily controlled. 


The 
whole 
question, 
therefore, 


hinges on a choice between law and 
order on the one hand, and lawless- 
ness and disorder on the other hand, 
and as the issue is plain and well un- 
derstood by the people of Janesville 
it is impossible to believe the contem- 
plated recall of the present city offi- 
cials will be successful. 
On the con- 


trary the honest, law-abiding and or- 
der 
loving 
citizens 
of 
Janesville 


should soundly repudiate the effort to 
recall officials whose only fault has 
been a strict enforcement of regula- 
tions to promote decency and order, 
by checking,and .suppressing, vic.e. con- 
ditions that are a menace to the en- 
tire community.—Oshkosh Northwest- 
ern. 


The Janesville recall is attracting 


widespread attention, not only in the 
state, but throughout the country, and 
the outcome will be watched with in- 
terest. The situation is so novel that 
it opens u" ;i field of conjecture, and 
many peo;.la who have been shouting 
the praises of the recall, as one of 
the great reform measures, find that 
there is another side to the question 
which they had not considered.

Signed by 925 Electors. 


Through the filing of a petition for 


the recall of Councilman C. K. Milti- 
more late yesterday afternoon, it was 
determined beyond all question, that 
the 
anti-administration 
forces 
in 


Janesville seelc to remove from office 
the entire city council. 
Doubt was 


entertained by some whether this was 
their present purpose, as it was be- 
lieved that their energies would be di- 
rected to the defeat at the polls of 
Councilman Cummings, but those who 
,lave kept jn close tm)ch wjth thejr 
campaign have never entertained that 
belief. There were 920 signatures on 
the Miltimore petition, 927 on 
the 


Fathers petition, and 9 IS on the Cum- 
mings petition. The complaints on all 
wore similar. 


With the Miltimore petitions was 


submitted a communication signed by 
a committee consisting of Charles H. 
Sykes, Peter ,T. Goodman,, and John 
E. Kennedy, requesting that one elec- 
tion be called to elect successors to 
the present mayor and councilmen in 
order that the city may be spared the 
expense of holding three separate 
elections. 
They stated that their at- 


torneys had advised them that one 
election would be legal. 


Although there are rumors current 


that candidates will be placed in the 
field in opposition to the present in- 
cumbents and the nominees of the 
avowed recall promoters, this course 
will be opposed by the supporters of 
Mayor Fathers and Councilmen Ctim- 
mings and Miltimore, who believe that 
a division of the 
clean, government 


forces would prove disastrous.
